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^  PAKISTAN  RICE  EXPORTS  BY  MAJOR 
DESTINATIONS,  1969-1976 


This  report  contains  Pakistan  rice  export  data  by  major 
destinations  for  calendar  1969  through  1976.  These  data 
may  be  useful  in  evaluating  the  competition  and  opportu- 
nities for  U.S.  rice  exports  to  a  number  of  the  major  rice 
importing  countries  and  areas  of  the  world. 

Pakistan's  rice  export  volume  has  increased  sharply  in 
recent  years  and  the  country  is  expected  to  maintain  its 
position  as  a  major  exporter  of  rice  in  the  future.  Exports 
are  currently  handled  exclusively  by  the  Government 
through  the  Rice  Export  Corporation  of  Pakistan. 

Pakistan's  major  markets  fall  into  two  distinct  quality 
categories.  Each  year  some  250,000  to  300,000  tons  of  high 
quality  Basmati  rice — a  variety  that  competes  with  U.S. 


No.  2,  4-percent-broken  long-grain  rice — is  shipped  to 
Mideast  markets,  including  Iraq,  Kuwait,  Saudi  Arabia, 
and  the  United  Arab  Emirates. 

The  balance  of  Pakistan's  rice  exports  is  lower-quality 
parboiled  and  broken  rice.  Major  markets  for  this  rice 
include  Indonesia,  Sri  Lanka,  and  various  African  coun- 
tries.

This  report  contains  Thailand  rice  export  data  by  major 
destinations  and  the  various  export  designations,  i.e., 
broken. content,  glutinous  rice  and  parboiled  rice,  for  the 
period  calendar  1974  through  1976.  These  data  may  be 
useful  in  evaluating  the  competition  and  opportunities  for 
U.S.  rice  exports  to  a  number  of  the  major  rice  importing 
countries  and  areas  of  the  world. 

Thailand  rice  exports  are  handled  by  both  general 
exporters  and  on  a  government-to-government  basis.  The 
latter  form  of  exports  has  increased  from  about  30  percent 
of  total  exports  in  1974  to  nearly  50  percent  of  total  rice 
exports  in  1976.  A  major  factor  in  this  change  in  handling 
of  exports  has  been  the  emphasis  the  Government  of 
Thailand  has  recently  directed  toward  Government-to- 
Government  contracts  within  the  Association  of  Southeast 
Asian  Nations  (ASEAN).  Annual  export  targets  to  the 


ASEAN  trading  partners  reportedly  include  300,000  tons 
to  Indonesia,  100,000  tons  to  Malayasia,  50,000  tons  to  the 
Philippines,  and  45,000  tons  to  Singapore. 

Annual  exports  of  higher  quality  rice  with  5  percent  or 
less  broken  content  have  remained  stable  at  slightly  less 
than  20  percent  of  total  exports.  Annual  exports  of  rice 
with  25  percent  or  more  broken  content  have  also  remained 
relatively  stable  at  about  20  percent  of  total  exports. 
Exports  of  rice  with  10  percent  to  25  percent  broken 
content  accounted  for  about  40  percent  of  total  exports  in 
1974  and  1976  but  in  1975,  exports  in  this  catagory  fell  to  1 5 
percent  of  total  exports.  Offsetting  this  decline  in  1975  was 
a  corresponding  increase  in  parboiled  rice  exports  to  35 
percent  of  total  exports  compared  to  the  1974  and  1975 
levels  of  about  15  percent.

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Soviet  rice  production  in  1976  will  approximate  2.2  million  metric  tons, 
exceeding  1975 's  record  crop  by  about  ten  percent.  Ij    The  increase  in 
production  can  be  attributed  to  increased  plantings,  sharp  recovery  in 
yields  in  Kazakhstan  and  generally  favorable  weather  in  the  Kuban  where 
about  one-third  of  the  Soviet  crop  is  produced. 

Preliminary  data  provided  by  the  Soviets  place  the  1976  sown  area  at 
522,000  hectares,  up  22,000  from  1975 's.     Plantings  were  reportedly  up 
13,000  hectares  in  the  RSFSR  (Russian  Federation);  the  balance  of  the 
increase  most  likely  occurred  in  Uzbekistan  where  with  little  apparent 
change  in  yields,  state  procurements  were  reported  to  have  reached 
275,000  tons  compared  with  226,900  tons  in  1975  and  217,400  tons  in 
1974. 

Much  of  the  increase  in  production  m.ust  also  be  credited  to  Kazakhstan 
where  one-fifth  of  the  country's  crop  is  normally  produced.     Drought  and 
low  irrigation  water  supplies  reduced  output  by  35  percent  in  1975.  But 
reports  place  average  yields  at  more  than  four  metric  tons  per  hectare  or 
nearly  50  percent  above  1975' s. 

In  the  RSFSR  rice  production  is  centered  largely  in  the  Kuban  (Krasnodar 
Kray) .     Harvest  losses  there  prevented  yields  from  exceeding  the  reported 
average  of  4.3  metric  tons  per  hectare.  This  is  less  than  earlier  anticipated, 
but  still  an  excellent  crop.     On  the  Pacific  side  of  the  RSFSR  the 
maritime  province  of  Primorskiy  Kray  had  a  dry  summer  and  production 
probably  fell  short  of  the  projected  100,000  tons. 

Conditions  for  rice  production  in  the  Ukraine,  centered  just  north  of 
the  Black  Sea  in  Crimea  and  Kherson  Oblasts,  were  not  particularly 
favorable  in  1976.     It  appears  that  output  will  not  match  the  1975  mark. 

Production  estimates  for  1976  Soviet  rice  by  republic  with  comparisons 
to  1975  and  1965  and  percentage  of  total  production  by  major  republic 
are  shown  in  table  1.  \

Among  the  world's  producers  of  rice,  the  USSR  ranked  twelfth  in  1975 
with  yields  averaging  about  80  percent  of  U.S.  levels.     Rice,  however, 
remains  only  a  very  small  percentage  of  Soviet  grain  output,  averaging 
only  about  1  percent  of  the  total. 

Of  all  agricultural  crops  cultivated  on  irrigated  land,  rice  has  attained 
the  greatest  success.     On  a  percentage  basis  rice  is  also  the  Soviet 
Union's  most  rapidly  growing  grain  crop.     Since  1965  output  has  increased 
nearly  fourfold  on  an  area  that  has  expanded  two  and  one-half  times 
(Table  2). 

Area  expansion  has  been  most  significant  in  the  Kuban  and  other  areas  of 
the  North  Caucasus  and  Lower  Volga  Region  stretching  between  the  Black 
and  Caspian  Seas.     Development  of  new  irrigated  lands  in  southern  Kazakh- 
stan and  Uzbekistan  have  also  resulted  in  additional  rice  output.

Looking  through  1980,  the  Soviet  Tenth  Five-Year  Plan  calls  for  addi- 
tional expansion  in  rice  production.    Major  new  rice  systems  are  to  be 
developed  in  the  RSFSR,  Uzbekistan  and  Kazakhstan.     In  the  USSR  produc- 
tion is  expected  to  reach  1.5  million  tons  by  1980,  including  a  50 
percent  increase  in  the  Soviet  Far  East.     In  Karakol  ASSR,  the  major 
rice-growing  region  of  Uzbekistan,  reclamation  work  is  geared  toward  an 
additional  325,000  tons  by  the  end  of  the  Plan  period.     Work  is  also 
reported  under  way  on  the  development  of  new  plantations  in  the  Syr 
Daria  River  valley  of  Kazakhstan.     Judging  by  the  success  achieved  in 
increasing  rice  production  during  the  last  several  years,  it  is  not 
unlikely  that  Soviet  production  by  1980  will  reach  3  million  tons. 

Although  production  has  been  increasing,  the  Soviet  Union  is  also  an 
importer  of  rice.     In  1975  imports  reached  nearly  300,000  tons,  up  from 
200,000  tons  in  1974.     Imports  in  1976  are  estimated  at  around  250,000 
tons.     Long-standing  bilateral  arrangements  with  North  Korea  and  Egypt 
currently  account  for  around  130,000-140,000  tons  annually.     But  in  an 
effort  to  supplement  domestically  produced  rice,  the  Soviets  have  been 
increasing  imports  from  other  nations,  including  the  United  States, 
Italy,  Brazil,  and  Thailand.     Long  grain  types  of  rice  are  especially 
preferred  among  the  Central  Asian  populace.     It  is  understood  that  the 
recent  increase  in  imports  of  such  rice,  including  purchases  of  50,000 
tons  in  1976  from  the  United  States  is  attributed  to  the  need  to  provide 
greater  quantities  of  such  rice  to  the  Asian  segment  of  the  population. 
While  consumption  of  the  starch  staples  (bread  and  potatoes)  in  the 
Soviet  diet  is  leveling  off  and,  in  some  cases,  declining,  rice  is 
becoming  a  more  popular  food.     With  per  capita  consumption  running  about 
6  kilograms  annually  per  person,  rice  still  only  accounts  for  about 
three  percent  of  the  direct  consumption  of  grain  in  the  USSR. 
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
